City unhappy 
with the new 
provincial budget 


Transit funding. 

Iveson doesn’t see 
enough money to 
move LRT further

There isn’t enough secure 
commitment in the provin¬ 
cial budget that can move the 
southeast LRT line towards 
construction, said Mayor Don 
Iveson Thursday. 

The city is seeking a total 
of $600 million from the prov¬ 
ince to fund the LRT leg from 
Mill Woods to downtown. 

The province announced 
an extension of the Green Trip 
program during the provincial 
budget Thursday, but most of 
the money in the budget is 
already committed to current 


projects, with only $155 mil¬ 
lion in new money available 
in 2017. 

The province also increased 
the Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative (MSI) program, but 
Iveson said without a clear 
commitment to helping the 
city build the line, they can’t 
get enthused. 

“Obviously not seeing it in 
the budget in black and white 
makes that a little more com¬ 
plicated and (I’m) not in the 
position to celebrate anything 
today,” said Iveson. “A little bit 
of disappointment that our 
message as council ... didn’t 
get through yet.” 

The mayor said discussions 
will continue to tiy and find 
the funding needed before the 
Apr. 30 construction deadline. 

“We’re going to lose an¬ 
other construction season 
and the province will have to 
explain who should be pay¬ 
ing for the $60 to $80 million 


worth of cost escalation and 
answering to the people of 
Mill Woods who have been 
waiting 40 years for this LRT 
line,” he said. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Ken Hughes said he saw a win¬ 
dow for the line to get built, 
but wouldn’t give a firm com¬ 
mitment about this year. 

“I met with the mayor to¬ 
day and I offered to work with 
him to help ensure that we 
find the resources to make 
this happen in a reasonable 
period of time,” he said. 

Infrastructure Minister Ric 
Mclver said this was a long¬ 
term commitment to civic 
infrastructure, but commun¬ 
ities will have to make choices 
on where they spend the dol¬ 
lars. 

“They could choose to 
spend that MSI money on 
LRT.”

Students launch

Horner delivers 
balanced budget 


... but with heavy 
borrowing. Province 
will add $2iB in debt to 
pay for capital projects 


Alberta is back in the black 
when it comes to day-to-day 
spending, but the good times 
are being underwritten with 
billions of dollars in debt, 
which is now at $14 billion and 
rising. 

The province will run a con¬ 
solidated surplus of $1.1 billion, 
the first surplus in six years, in 
the 2014-15 fiscal year, Finance 
Minister Doug Homer said 


Thursday. There will be no new 
taxes and no tax increases, and 
Alberta will retain its status as 
Canada’s only province without 
a sales tax. 

There is money for 40 more 
Mounties, 50 new schools and 
2,000 new spaces for post-sec- 
ondaiy students. 

Homer said the province 
is also earmarking $1.1 billion 
over the next three years to 
help Calgaiy and southern Al¬ 
berta recover from last year’s 
extensive flooding. 

But Alberta is projected to 
rack up $14.5 billion in debt 
this year and $21 billion by 
2017 — most of it for roads, 
schools and hospitals for the 


tens of thousands of newcom¬ 
ers arriving each year. 

Homer said it doesn’t make 
sense to dip into Alberta’s sav¬ 
ings accounts — pegged to 
reach $24 billion tins year — 
when they’re making an 11 
per cent return on investment 
while borrowing costs are less 
than four per cent. 

“If we don’t do this, then 
you stymie the growth in your 
economy.” 

But all three opposition par¬ 
ties said the budget is evidence 
the Tories are grossly misman¬ 
aging the economy, noting that 
the previous debt ceiling of $17 
billion has now gone up.

Smith said finance charges on

But the fiscal plan also contained a lot of borrowing for infrastructure and, when parsed, observers and critics had a lot to say about the details of the 

financial plan for the next year. Here's a snapshot of what was said:

Universities, colleges to see 
increases after last year’s cuts 

After slashing almost $150 million from post- 
secondaiy funding last year, the province has 
re-injected two-thirds back into the budgets of universi¬ 
ties, colleges and polytechnics for 2014. 

“This is a budget that works for us,” said University 
of Alberta provost Carl Amrhein. “It maintains the level 
of funding that we have had in the past and it will allow 
us to increase enrolment.” 

Petros Kusmu, University of Alberta student union 
president, said he is happy to see the government re¬ 
investing into post-secondaiy education, but said more 
predictable funding is needed, leah germain/metro

Critics say health-care 
spending not keeping up 

Alberta’s spending on 
health care will rise $600 
million next year, but 
workers say that isn’t 
enough for the prov¬ 
ince’s growing needs. 

Health Minister Fred 
Home said the budget 
would help deal with 
growth in the system, 
while also working on 
making the system more efficient. 

Elisabeth Ballermann, president of the Health 
Sciences Association of Alberta, said with new money 
coming from the federal government there is no rea¬ 
son there shouldn’t have been a bigger increase. 

She said the increase the government announced 
won’t keep pace with inflation and population growth.

Labour groups aren’t very impressed 

The province’s unions say the 2014 
budget makes it clear the govern¬ 
ment plans to push ahead with 
contentious labour bills and not 
negotiate fairly with them. 

Alberta Federation of Labour 
president Gil McGowan said the 
budget makes it clear the province 
doesn’t respect front-line workers. 

Alberta Union of Provincial Em¬ 
ployees president Guy Smith said 
he sees little in the budget to settle 
outstanding agreements with the 
province, which suggest the government is going to push 
ahead with labour bills that impose a settlement. 

“The government has to fix their relationship with their 
front-line workers, people who provide service from one 
end of the province to the other,” he said. 

While the budget outlines a 3.7 per cent increase in 
spending, Smith said that doesn’t keep up with Alberta’s

Budget piles on new debt 

Alberta will add $4.9 billion 
in new debt in 2014, with the 
province debt load rising to $21 
billion by 2017. Wildrose lead¬ 
er Danielle Smith denounced 
the borrowing, which she said 
is reckless and unnecessary. 

“They are going to be buiy- 
ing us in an avalanche of debt 
by 2016,” she said. “By 2017, 
they will be spending $820 mil¬ 
lion a year just to finance the 
outstanding debt.” 

The Canadian Taxpayer’s 

Federation was equally critical, with Alberta Director 
Derek Fildebrandt saying the government is doing 
the reverse of what any family would do by continu¬ 
ing to pile on more debt. 

“They take out a mortgage eveiy year and every 
year their mortgage gets bigger,” he said.

Infrastructure, not schools, 
the focus of Alberta budget 



‘We need more.’ 
Edmonton school- 
board chair calls 
province’s decision 
disappointing

School boards shouldn’t ex¬ 
pect any new schools over the 
next three years, as the prov¬ 
ince shifts focus from building 
to maintaining current infra¬ 
structure in the 2014 budget. 

Announced Thursday, the 
provincial budget made no 
mention of cash for schools, 
which is disappointing, said 
Edmonton Public School 
Board chair Sarah Hoffman. 

While EPSB has been prom¬ 
ised four new schools earlier 
this year, Hoffman said the 
board is struggling to keep up 
with capacity concerns. 

“We could fill those today 


and we need more,” she said. 

With $327 million over 
three years for maintenance 
and renewal projects and $35 
million for modulars, the 
province did kick some money 
to maintaining infrastructure. 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson said the budget aims 
to accommodate every new 
kid that enters the system. 

“The enrolment growth 
is coming at us so fast,” he 
said. “We need to make sure 
those resources are there for 
the school boards,” adding 
the province is focused on 
building the 120 that were 
announced since last year’s 
budget. 

Jonathan Teghtmeyer, a 
spokesperson for the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association, said it’s 
a very disappointing budget. 

With a proposed 3.2 per 
cent increase to operational 
funding, Teghtmeyer said the 
province is expecting a three 
per cent increase to enrol¬ 
ment, leaving little left over 
for improving conditions.

CAN EDMONTON SUSTAIN THIS MANY NEW VENUES?

When the Galleria — or as it 
was originally billed, “a per¬ 
forming arts centre” — was 
announced in October 2012, 
it took many by surprise. The 
feelings were mixed, from 
impressed disbelief to mega¬ 
project fatigue, but the general 


reaction was, “That came out of 
nowhere.” 

But it didn’t. A 2011 Arts Vi¬ 
sion Committee wrangled by 
former mayor Stephen Mandel 
listed it as one of five recom¬ 
mendations to resolve a need 
for more rehearsal and per¬ 
formance space. 

With the arena and Royal Al¬ 
berta Museum under construc¬ 
tion, we seem ready to tackle 
the Galleria. But instead of the 
performance arts centre, we — 


taxpayers, councillors and the 
project leads — seem fixated 
on other important matters. 

Does it deserve a pedway, 
and how much should it cost? 
Will a tower create a glut of of¬ 
fice vacancy? Will the province 
pony up funds for its nearly 
$l-billion price tag? 

Lost in all this is whether 
Edmontonians can and will 
support five or six new the¬ 
atres. 

Remember, on top of the 


Galleria’s four, the Winspear is 
also planning a mid-sized flex- 
use performance hall and Mac- 
Ewan’s new arts campus is sure 
to add another. 

It’s hard to know whether 
this is sustainable or could 
be even injurious to existing 
places such as the Citadel. Lo¬ 
cal artists and organizations 
have been strangely silent on 
the matter. It’s a touchy sub¬ 
ject; the Galleria’s founding 
philanthropists are also stal¬ 


wart donors to virtually eveiy 
performance art group in town. 

The Galleria’s business case 
predicts almost full use for its 
three smaller venues, and just 
over a hundred annual book¬ 
ings for its 1,600-seat centre¬ 
piece. There is definitely a need 
for a premier dance stage, our 
lack of one cost us the Alberta 
Ballet to Calgaiy in 1990. 

Galleria chair and philan¬ 
thropist Dianne Kipnes has 
maintained that the perform¬ 


ance arts centre is not for to¬ 
morrow or even for its hope¬ 
ful opening in 2017 (Canada’s 
150th birthday). Rather, as laid 
out by the visioning commit¬ 
tee, it’s for 2040 — when the 
Edmonton area will be home to 
1.6 million. 

Until then, the founders and 
the city will have to also priori¬ 
tize affordability, with rental 
subsidies or split box-offices 
perhaps, to support existing 
arts organizations.

The Muppets, Maxim Maga¬ 
zine and Eminem might not 
seem like they have a lot in 
common, but they have all 
been targets of irate library 
patrons looking to have them 
pulled from the shelves. 

Since 1998, the Edmonton 
Public Libraiy has had a for¬ 
mal process for people look¬ 
ing to have books or other 
materials removed from the 
libraiy. For Eminem it was of¬ 
fensive lyrics that drew fire, 
while Maxim’s portrayal of 
women was the issue. And for 
the Muppets, it was their film 
Muppets Wizard of Oz that 
drew a patron’s ire, because it 
portrayed the destruction of a 
house by a tornado. 

Pilar Martinez, the libraiy’s

deputy CEO, said when a cus¬ 
tomer has such an objection 
they always start by talking 
about the issue with staff. 

“There is always a conver¬ 
sation with a staff member or 
a manager about the import¬ 
ance of intellectual freedom,” 
he said. 

Martinez said if the con¬ 
versation with staff doesn’t 
resolve the issue patrons are 
encouraged to fill out a form 


listing their objections so staff 
can review the issue. 

“They look for reviews, 
they do some research on 
when they got the item,” he 
said. 

Martinez said only one cus¬ 
tomer complaint has led to a 
book being removed, which 
was an out-of-date haircutting 
manual. She said in that case it 
is something staff would have 
eventually removed anyway, 


but generally they lean heavily 
towards intellectual freedom. 

“Our role in the commun¬ 
ity really is to provide a diverse 
collection that represents the 
various viewpoints in our city 
and in our society,” she said. 

The Canadian Libraiy As¬ 
sociation tracks the challenges 
nationally as well and Alvin 
Schrader, who works on the 
issue, said they hope to be able 
to help libraries with what can 


be difficult issues. 

“It’s important to be able 
to share that information and 
learning from our colleagues 
on how they have handled 
challenges,” he explained. 

He said there are no real na¬ 
tional trends and most books 
only receive one challenge. 

“Almost anything is fair 
game for people, because a lot 
of this is in the eye of the be¬ 
holder.”

You’re a 16th centuiy Ger¬ 
man prince plotting to crush 


a peasant rebellion, or per¬ 
haps you’re leading an army 
against the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire or looking to settle the 
score with a rival nobleman.

Fanciful illustrations from 
a circa-1530 manual on ar- 
tillery and siege warfare by 
Franz Helm of Cologne seem 


to show jet packs strapped to 
the backs of cats and doves, 
with the German-language 
text helpfully advising mil¬ 
itary commanders to use 
them to “set fire to a castle 
or city which you can’t get at 
otherwise.” 

Digitized by the University 
of Pennsylvania, the unusual 
illustrations recently caught 
the attention of an Austral¬ 


ian book blog and then found 
their way to Penn researcher 
Mitch Fraas. “I really didn’t 
know what to make of it,” 
said Fraas, a historian and 
digital humanities expert at 
the Penn library. “It clearly 
looks like there’s some sort 
of jet of fire coming out of a 
device strapped to these ani¬ 
mals.” 

Fraas said he could find no 


evidence that cats and birds 
were used in early modern 
warfare in the way prescribed 
by Helm. A good thing, too. 

“Sort of a harebrained 
scheme,” Fraas said. Helm’s 
manual is filled with strange 
and terrible imageiy, from 
bombs with shrapnel, to ex¬ 
plosive devices studded with 
spikes.

Man and war 


According to historian 
Mitch Fraas, Franz Helm 
explained how animals 
could be used to deliver 
incendiary devices: 


• “Create a small sack like 
a fire-arrow. If you would 
like to get at a town or 
castle, seek to obtain a 
cat from that place. And 
bind the sack to the back 
of the cat, ignite it, let it 
glow well and thereafter 
let the cat go, so it runs 
to the nearest castle or 
town, and out of fear 
it thinks to hide itself 
where it ends up in barn 
hay or straw it will be 
ignited.” 


• In other words, capture a 
cat from enemy territory, 
attach a bomb to its 
back, light the fuse and 
then hope it runs back 
home and starts a raging 
fire. 


• “More likely they'd set 
your own camp on fire," 
said Fraas. 


• So were these 
unfortunate animals 
from the 1500s really 
wearing 20 th-century 
technology? Fraas’s 
conclusion: No. 
Obviously. 


• Artillery master Franz 
Helm of Cologne was 
believed to have fought 
in several skirmishes 
against the Turks in 
south-central Europe. 
This was at a time 
when gunpowder was 
changing warfare. And 
war was certainly on his 
mind.

As International Women’s 
Day approaches, I wonder 
how many Hillside High 
Schools exist in the world. 
But I would bet good money 
that there is no Hillside High 
School like the one I saw in 
Manzini, Swaziland. 

In early February I had 
travelled to Swaziland as 
a volunteer to support the 
work of Crossroads Inter¬ 
national and its local de¬ 


velopment partner, the 
Swaziland Action Group 
Against Abuse (SWAGAA). 

The girls greeted me by 
singing at the top of their 
lungs. There were nearly 
100 girls crammed into a 
room with no open windows. 
Finally, a teacher held up her 
hand, brought the singing to 
a halt and asked what was on 
the girls’ minds lately. 

The answers came ringing 
out lucidly and unadorned: 
Was it appropriate for a high 
school girl to take up with a 
sugar daddy? What if they 
were exposed to HIV and 
died like their parents? What 
about teenage pregnancy? 

Swaziland has the high¬ 
est rate of HIV in the world, 
and young women are the 
hardest hit of all. 

According to a study in 
2008, 37 per cent of girls be¬ 
tween 15 and 19 have HIV. In 
Swaziland, one girl in three 
will be sexually abused be¬ 
fore age 18. The wave of sex¬ 
ual violence is so unrelenting 
that SWAGAA has created a 
network of “girls’ empower¬ 



ment clubs” to teach girls 
about their legal rights, 
issues of sexual reproductive 
health, and the need to op¬ 
pose and report abuse. 

The day after I visited 
Hillside High School, I gave 
a creative writing workshop. 


Almost every girl in the 
group of 20 spoke or wrote 
about sexual assault. One 
girl began a writing exercise 
with these words: “Darkness 
has been my only mentor.” 

Crossroads International, 
a small Canadian NGO I have 


been supporting as a volun¬ 
teer for 35 years, directs its 
development activities to 
girls and women in various 
African countries and in Bo¬ 
livia. 

In the case of Swaziland, 
the girls’ empowerment 


clubs “are saving lives,” says 
SWAGAA executive director 
Cebile Manzini-Henwood. 

“There is urgency in the 
need to address sexual vio¬ 
lence against young girls in 
my country, to teach them 
about practices that consti¬ 
tute gender-based violence 
and provide a safe space for 
them to report the violations 
and receive care, love and 
support.” 

On the eve of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day, let’s 
remember girls and women 
around the world when we 
are donating from our own 
pockets and channeling 
Canadian-led development 
efforts.

Senators refuse to 
take power over 
prosecution away from 
top commanders 


The United States Senate on 
Thursday blocked a bill that 
would have stripped senior mil¬ 
itary commanders of their au¬ 
thority to prosecute rapes and 
other serious offences, capping 
an emotional, nearly yearlong 
fight over how best to curb sex¬ 
ual assault in the ranks. 

The vote was 55-45, short of 
the 60 necessary to move ahead 
on the legislation sponsored 
by Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, a 
Democrat. 

The Pentagon’s leader-

ship vigorously opposed the 
measure, arguing that officers 
should have more responsibil¬ 
ity, not less, for the conduct of 
those they lead. 


Proponents of the bill in¬ 
sisted that far-reaching changes 
are necessaiy to curb a scourge 
of rapes and sexual assaults. 
Gillibrand’s effort bitterly div¬ 
ided the Senate in a battle that 
smashed conventional lines on 
gender and political party. 

Conservative Sens. Ted 
Cruz and Rand Paul, both pos¬ 
sible Republican presidential 
contenders, backed her effort, 
while the chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee, 
Democratic Sen. Carl Levin, op¬ 
posed the measure. 

The U.S. militaiy has strug¬ 
gled increasingly in recent 
years with sexual assault. The 
Pentagon estimated that 26,000 
members of the militaiy may 
have been sexually assaulted in 
2012, though thousands were 
afraid to come forward.

Harper's former senior 
staffer faces new 
RCMP investigation 


The RCMP is probing serious 
new allegations of illegal lobby¬ 
ing by a former senior adviser 
to Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in connection with his 
work for a powerful business- 
funded energy advocacy group 
in Calgaiy. 

The RCMP says after Bruce 
Carson left the PMO he steadily 
worked federal Conservative 
contacts at the topmost levels 
to influence the development 
of a new national energy strat¬ 
egy and got handsomely paid 
for it, contraiy to the Criminal 
Code and lobbying laws that 
ban lobbying within five years 
of holding a public office. 

The revelations raise fresh 
and troubling questions about 
the access that Carson, a once 
disbarred lawyer, had to top 
officials in the Conservative

It’s a sign of how well- 
connected Carson is that 
emails eyed by the RCMP tie 
him to a whole raft of senior 
Conservative and Liberal 
contacts, including: 


• Harper's top public servant 
Privy Council clerk Wayne 
Wouters and former chief 
of staff Nigel Wright. 


government without anyone 
suggesting it might breach the 
Conservatives’ own rules. 

“None of them blew the 
whistle,” said NDP ethics critic 
Charlie Angus. But Harper’s 
parliamentary secretary 

shrugged off Opposition ques¬ 
tions in the Commons Wed¬ 
nesday, first saying Carson is “a 
private citizen,” then claiming 
the government did refer his 
activities to federal authorities. 

“If this gentleman is found 
to have broken any laws, he 
should suffer under the full 


consequences of the law,” said 
MP Paul Calandra. 

In fact, documents show the 
federal lobbying commissioner 
initiated in November 2011 her 
own probe of Carson’s ques¬ 
tionable lobbying activities for 
the Canada School of Energy 
and Environment as well as a 
business-funded group calling 
itself the Energy Policy Insti¬ 
tute of Canada or EPIC. Karen 
Shephard finally referred the 
allegations to the RCMP in July 
2012. 

The stoiy is laid out in affi¬ 
davits to obtain court permis¬ 
sion to seize Carson’s bank 
records; however, no charges 
have been laid and the RCMP’s 
claims have not been tested in 
court. 

The allegations are entirely 
separate from another influ¬ 
ence peddling case against 
Carson. Carson was charged in 
2012 with fraud in connection 
to allegations he also tried to 
use his political connections to 
win federal contracts for water 
filtration services on native re¬ 
serves.

Future of Ukraine. 
West answers Crimea’s 
move with sanctions 


Ukraine lurched toward break¬ 
up Thursday when lawmakers 
in Crimea unanimously de¬ 
clared they wanted to join Rus¬ 
sia and would put the decision 
to voters in 10 days — and Rus¬ 
sian lawmakers pushed a bill to 
facilitate a handover. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama condemned the moves 
and the West answered with 
the first real sanctions against 
Russia. 

Speaking from the White 
House, Obama said any deci¬ 
sions on the future of Crimea, 
a pro-Russian area of Ukraine,

must include the countiy’s new 
government. 

“The proposed referendum 
on the future of Crimea would 
violate the constitution and vio¬ 
late international law,” Obama 
said. “We are well beyond the 
days when borders can be re¬ 
drawn over the heads of demo¬ 
cratic leaders.” 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin’s hand was almost cer¬ 
tainly behind Thursday’s dra¬ 
matic developments, but it was 
not clear whether he is aiming 
for outright annexation, or sim¬ 
ply strengthening his hand in 
talks with the West. 

The White House moved to 
impose financial sanctions and 
travel restrictions on oppon¬ 
ents of Ukraine’s new govern¬ 
ment. The EU also announced 
limited punitive measures 
against Putin’s government. 

Crimea’s parliament 

rammed through what 
amounted to a declaration of 
independence from Ukraine, 
announcing it would let the 
Crimean people, 60 per cent 
of whom are ethnic Russian, 
decide whether they want to 
become part of their neighbour

A Texas man accused of dousing 
a boy with gasoline and setting 
him on fire when he was a teen¬ 
ager can be tried as an adult for 
murder after the victim died 
from his bums 13 years later, a 
judge mled Thursday. 

Authorities allege that Don 
Willbum Collins was 13 when 
he attacked Robert Middleton 
in 1998 on his eighth birthday 
near the younger boy’s home 
northeast of Houston. Middle- 
ton was burned across 99 per 
cent of his body and endured 
years of physical therapy before 
he died in 2011 from sldn can¬ 
cer blamed on his bums. 

Colleen Middleton, Robert’s 


mother, said she was relieved 
the case would go to trial. 

“When Robert died we were 
thinking maybe nothing will 
ever happen, maybe someone 
is just going to get away with 
what they did to him,” she said. 
“It’s been a long road.” 

Robert Middleton named 
Collins as his attacker and the 
older boy was arrested in 1998. 
Collins spent several months 
in juvenile detention but was 
released after prosecutors said 
they didn’t have enough evi¬ 
dence to pursue the case. 

Shortly before he died, 
Middleton gave a videotaped 
deposition in which he accused 
Collins for the first time of sex¬ 
ually assaulting him two weeks 
before the attack. The sexual- 
assault allegation prompted in¬ 
vestigators to reopen the case. 
Prosecutors charged the now 
28-year-old Collins with mur¬ 
der last year, but they needed to 
move the case from juvenile to 
adult court to take him to trial.

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion issued an official El Nino 
watch Thursday. 

The flip side of El Nino is 
called a La Nina, which has a 
general cooling effect. It has 
been much more frequent 
than El Ninos lately, with five 
La Ninas and two small-to- 
moderate El Ninos in the past 
nine years. The last big El Nino 
was 1997-1998. Neither has ap¬ 
peared since mid-2012. El Ni¬ 
nos are usually strongest from 
December to April.

sponsorship. 

“Holding Barbie, the quint¬ 
essential fashion doll, up as 
a role model for Girl Scouts 
simultaneously sexualizes 
young girls, idealizes an im¬ 
possible body type, and under¬ 
mines the Girl Scouts’ vital 
mission to build ’girls of cour¬ 
age, confidence and character,” 
said Susan Linn, director of the 
Boston-based commercial-free 
childhood organization. 


She said the Barbie patch 
— targeted at 5-to-8-year-old 
Daisies and Brownies — would 
transform these girls into 
“walking advertisements.” 

“This is product place¬ 
ment at its worst,” said New 
American Dream’s executive 
director, Wendy Philleo, who 
described herself as a longtime 
admirer of the Girl Scouts. 

“Our children are already 
being bombarded by market¬ 
ers’ pitches at stores, at home, 
online, on TV, and in school,” 
said Philleo, whose Charlottes¬ 
ville, Va.-based group tries to 
counter the commercializa¬ 
tion of American culture. 

The Girl Scouts’ national 
headquarters in New York re¬ 
jected the groups’ appeal. 

“Our partnership with Mat¬ 
tel focuses on career explora¬ 
tion and teaches girls about in¬ 
spiring women in a fun way,” 
said spokeswoman Kelly Parisi. 

“We stand behind this part¬ 
nership.” 

That’s the essence of the 
Barbie uniform patch — a 
bright pink oval with a gold- 
letter slogan stitched on it:

Enbridge’s Line 9 
pipeline reversal OK’d 


The National Energy Board 
issued a green light Thursday 
to energy giant Enbridge’s 
plan to reverse the flow and 
increase the capacity of a pipe¬ 
line that has been running be¬ 
tween southern Ontario and 
Montreal for years. 

The 141-page decision on 
the controversial Line 9 comes 
some four months after the 
federal regulator held public 
hearings on the Calgaiy-based 
company’s proposal. 

“The board’s decision en¬ 
ables Enbridge to react to mar¬ 
ket forces and provide benefits 
to Canadians, while at the 
same time implementing the 
project in a safe and environ¬ 
mentally sensitive manner,” 
the NEB said in a statement. 

“Enbridge will be permit¬ 
ted to operate all of Line 9 in 
an eastward direction in order 
to transport crude oil from 
Western Canada and the U.S. 
Bakken region to refineries in 


In case of a spill 


The board was not unani¬ 
mous in the conditions it 
set out for Enbridge re¬ 
lated to financial ability to 
deal with a spill, with one 
member saying he would 
have liked Enbridge to be 
required to demonstrate 
that it has “legally enforce¬ 
able access to financial re¬ 
sources which are and will 
continue to be adequate 
to fund any reasonably 
foreseeable NEB-regulated 
obligations which arise as 
a result of a spill.” 


Ontario and Quebec.” 

The approval is subject to a 
number of conditions, which 
include Enbridge being re¬ 
quired to undertake activities 
involving pipeline integrity, 
emergency response and con¬ 


tinued consultation with stake¬ 
holders and the public. 

The board also requires 
Enbridge to apply for leave to 
open the reversed Line 9. 

Ultimately the board found 
that the Line 9 proposal was 
“in the public interest.” 

“The board has imposed 
conditions that will enhance 
current and ongoing pipeline 
integrity, safety and environ¬ 
mental protection measures 
to which Line 9 is already 
subject,” the NEB wrote in its 
conclusion. “It is now up to 
Enbridge to fulfil its commit¬ 
ments and satisfy the Board’s 
requirements.” 

Enbridge said it was already 
working on a plan to fulfil 
those requirements, saying 
the NEB’s approval will allow 
“reliable, competitive North 
American crude oil” to be de¬ 
livered to refineries in Ontario 
and Quebec.

In fact, by dipping its 
proverbial toe into that father- 
son subplot, the film dares to 
touch on what other family 
films like Finding Nemo or 
The Incredibles have done bet¬ 
ter. Still, the movie’s meteoric 
pace never lingers too long 
on any facet of the film and 
its niche truly is the ceaseless 
nods to historical events. My 
favourite had to be a clever 
throwback to Spartacus. 

RC: I know the history ele¬ 
ment sounds dangerously 
educational for a mainstream 


kid’s flick, but the movie’s 
trips back to ancient Egypt, 
the Trojan War and Leonardo 
Da Vinci’s studio where they 
discover the secret of Mona 
Lisa’s smile are really fun. 
They are made doubly so by 
great voice work. As the dim 
witted general Agamemnon, 
Patrick Warburton really 
stands out. He started the con¬ 
fident dumb guy routine on 
Seinfeld (as Elaine’s on-and-off 
boyfriend Puddy) and uses it 
to hilarious effect here. 

SG: And for those who remem¬ 
ber the old Bullwinkle series, 
Ty Burrell does a pretty decent 
job voicing the movie’s canine 
savant. Even more successful 
are the comedy’s captivating 
visuals, especially the way dir¬ 
ector Rob Minkoff works the 


3D to capture the measure of 
epic Trojan battles or travel¬ 
ling through the time-space 
continuum and not simply for 
eye-catching sight gags. 

RC: The animation is top 
notch and like the best of 
Ward’s work, Mr. Peabody 
& Sherman realizes that the 
material has to work on multi 
levels, the surface and the sa¬ 
tirical. Like The Lego Movie, I 
think this movie will appeal 
to kids and adults. 

SG: Again, I agree. The mov¬ 
ie is a peppy, playful ride 
through histoiy for all ages.

Need For Speed. In the 
age of CGI, stuntman- 
turned-filmmaker 
Scott Waugh celebrates 
the visceral ride

They just don’t crash ‘em like 
they used to. 

The era of computer¬ 
generated characters, green 
screen falceiy and motion 
capture magic is upon us. 
Film has gone digital, right 
down to the cameras. You 
might say the days of the 
practical stuntman — who 
crashed real cars and put his 
life on the line for a great 
shot — is dead and gone. 

Need for Speed director 
Scott Waugh would beg to dif¬ 
fer. In his movie, “all of it’s 
real.” 

“The only CGI I’m doing,” he 
says, “is painting out the cam¬ 
eras that I have eveiywhere.” 

Waugh, a second generation 


stuntman turned director, shot 
Need for Speed on location in 
Detroit with the most practical 
special effects possible. The 
classic car films of the 1960s 
and 70s were his inspiration. 


“We still quote them,” he 
says. “We quote Bullit, we 
quote French Connection, we 
quote Grand Prix, Smokey and 
the Bandit. 

“And that’s what we’re 


tiying to bring back on this 
movie. 

“All the car driving’s for real, 
we’re going the speeds we say 
we’re going and it’s really a vis¬ 
ceral ride.” 


Stuntman stuff 


“I think a great stuntman 
has a great respect for 
fear. Because when you 
have that respect, you 
do everything you can to 
minimize and negate the 
problems that can come 
so you are safe. So if you 
don’t have the fear, I think 
most people actually just 
get hurt, just not realizing 
the consequences are high,” 
says Waugh. 


But this isn’t the 70s, and 
modem movies often demand 
more and more action sequen¬ 
ces that seem impossible to do 
in real life. Not a problem for 
Waugh. 

“It’s just a matter of engin¬ 
eering it right,” he says. 

For just one of the film’s jaw- 
dropping car jumps, Waugh 
and his team spent six months 
planning and getting the phys¬ 
ics just right. For the human be¬ 
ings behind the wheel, it’s time 
well spent. 

“When you start travelling 
at the speeds we’re travelling 


during this film, the conse¬ 
quences are exponential,” he 
says. 

But it’s not all about the 
crash bang boom. Waugh 
knows the importance of the 
leading man in a good car flick, 
and likens Need for Speed’s star 
Aaron Paul to the King of Cool 
himself. 

“He’s one of the first people 
I’ve worked with in his age 
bracket that actually harnesses 
the Steve McQueen vibe,” says 
Waugh of Paul. 

“Steve had an incredible 
thing about him. He was dan¬ 
gerous as a person, he was 
charming, and he was love¬ 
able, and he was talented 
physically. That’s a hard four 
to find in our current actors 
that are in the 20s age brack¬ 
et, and he’s [Aaron Paul] the 
only one to me that harnesses 
those qualities. 

If you ask Waugh, the love¬ 
able Breaking Bad alumnus has 
the danger factor and the Mc¬ 
Queen charm, but what about 
the physical part? 

“I told him,” laughs 
Waugh, “if he doesn’t make 
it as an actor, he’s got a great 
stunt career ahead of him.”

In many ways, 2013 was a dark 
year for Canadian filmmaker 
Denis Villeneuve and his right- 
hand actor, Jake Gyllenhaal. At 
the Toronto International Film 
Festival, the pair premiered two 
disparate — but both unset¬ 
tling — films. 

The one that garnered the 
most attention was the Hugh 
Jackman-fronted Prisoners, 
where Gyllenhaal plays the 
morally upright gumshoe De¬ 
tective Loki. And while this 
role pulled plenty of praise for 
Gyllenhaal, his more difficult 
turn as an actor came in Ville¬ 
neuve’s second offering at TIFF 
— the mind-bending Enemy. 

The film, based on a book 
called The Double by Portu¬ 
guese writer Jose Saramago, 


delves into deep thoughts on 
doppelgangers. It’s a heavy psy¬ 
cho-erotic thriller whose end¬ 
ing refuses to be constrained 
with a neat bow. Gyllenhaal 
plays a melancholic Toronto- 
dwelling histoiy prof who 
learns there’s a D-list actor 
out in Mississauga who looks 
exactly like him. The actor is 
challenged to play two charac¬ 
ters against himself when the 
doubles eventually meet. 

“Denis was inspired by the 


book and was hying to find a 
really grand metropolis that 
matched his idea. He felt like 
Toronto has been shot as other 
places so often but not veiy 
often as itself,” says Gyllenhaal, 
explaining the director’s deci¬ 
sion to set the stoiy in Canada’s 
largest city — a creative leap 
from the book. 

The air is unsettling as the 
stoiy unfurls in a grey and deso¬ 
late Toronto. And as the doppel¬ 
gangers continue to meet 


things just get more murky. 
“It’s about the unconscious,” 
Gyllenhaal says of the film. 
“There’s a dream-like nature to 
it. Dreams are had in the dark 
and they have this darkness 
that’s really beautiful,” he adds. 

Enemy is the land of movie 
that taunts us to construct 
meaning from a fever-dream 
and will leave viewers debat¬ 
ing its meaning long after the 
finale. “I feel like we’re all 
searching for a concrete answer

to films. We want a structure 
that is clear and a lot of times 
we want a resolution that will 
somehow bring us comfort in 
a discomforting world,” says 
Gyllenhaal. 

But even after this philo¬ 
sophical moment, Gyllenhaal 
himself can’t escape that hu¬ 
man desire to put things in 
order, offering his own inter¬ 
pretation on the tale: “I think 
it’s about a man struggling with 
committing to a relationship 
and a marriage. It’s the psycho¬ 
logical journey, when you’re 
hying to decide the parts of 
yourself to commit to and the 
parts of yourself to kill off,” he 
says.

Giancarlo Esposito says he 
believes there’s room for his 
drug kingpin character Gus¬ 
tavo Fring in the hotly an¬ 
ticipated spin-off to Break¬ 
ing Bad, which centres on 
the dealings of sleazy law¬ 
yer Saul Goodman before he 
hooks up with meth-maker 
Walter White. 

“I don’t know how much 
room but certainly it takes 
place pre-Walt so there is 
that space in that moment 
of time to have Gustavo 
realized in that show, it 
certainly is completely pos¬ 
sible,” Esposito said in a 
recent phone interview to 
promote an appearance at 
Toronto Comicon this week¬ 
end. 

Speaking from the set of 
his current series, Revolu¬ 
tion, in Austin, Tex., the vet¬ 
eran actor says he considers 
the ruthless Fring to be one 
of the best roles of his ca¬ 
reer, and credits Breaking 
Bad creator Vince Gilligan 
with the opportunity. 

He would love for their 
TV partnership to continue.

Gilligan has said he’d 
welcome cameos from 
Breaking Bad actors in Bet¬ 
ter Call Saul, which will 
return Bob Odenlcirlc to 
the role of an Albuquerque 
attorney whose bread-and- 
butter is defending low- 


level criminals. 

Breaking Bad co-star 
Aaron Paul, who played 
Walt’s student-turned-side- 
lcick, has said he’s game for 
revisiting Jesse Pinlcman 
and has been in talks about 
bringing his character on 
board. 

But it isn’t clear if there 
will be room for Breaking 
Bad star Bryan Cranston, 
whose science-teacher- 
turned-dealer Walter White 
relied on Saul’s money¬ 


laundering schemes as his 
empire grew. 

One character that has 
reportedly been confirmed 
is Saul’s trusted private in¬ 
vestigator/fixer Mike Ehr- 
mantraut, played by Jona¬ 
than Banks.

Resurrecting Nelvana 

Captain Canuck isn’t the only Canadian 
superhero emerging from the protective 
hands of comic book collectors or the 
dog-eared, twine-tied stacks in musty base¬ 
ments. 

Pre-dating Wonder Woman, Nelvana of 
the North first appeared in comics in 1941 
and ran for 31 issues. 

The tribal legends about the witch-lilce 
daughter of Kolialc, King of the Northern 
Lights, inspired comic creator Adrian 
Dingle to pen a stoiy about Canada’s first 
female superhero. 

CGA Comics’ Hope Nicholson and her 
partner, Rachel Richey, launched a Kick- 
starter campaign last year to raise money to 
publish a complete anthology of all 
the Nelvana comics. Within 
five days they reached — 
and then doubled — their 
goal of $25,000. This 
spring, the 350-page 
book will be sent out to 
the project’s crowdfunders. 

“She is amazingly drawn, she 
is an Inuit super goddess, which is 
something that is really unusual,” said

Nicholson. “It is extremely Canadian. She 
actually, in one issues, arrives on a polar 
bear into battle, which is where Nelvana 
animation got its logo of a polar bear.” 

To create the anthology, they went to 
about 13 different private and public collec¬ 
tions across Canada to scan each page. They 
managed to get all of them except 
for one which they could not find, 
said Nicholson, who also produced 
the Canadian superhero documen- 
taiy Lost Heroes, currently airing 
on Super Channel. “It was in one 
private collector’s collection but it 
was too damaged to scan, so I had to go 
to a reference libraiy yesterday to get 
a microfiche scan.” dean lisk

When it comes to updating 
a disco-era comic book char¬ 
acter for an action-filled gen¬ 
eration, you need to make 
some crucial changes. 

“These days, the whole 
idea of a superhero in tights 
doesn’t really exist,” said Fadi 
Hakim. “You do need boots, 
you need armour. You need 
that sort of thing.” 

Hakim is one of the cre¬ 
ative minds behind the re¬ 
vamped Captain Canuck, a 
red-and-white clad superhero 
who first leapt — he doesn’t 
fly but he has superhuman 
strength — from the comic 
book pages in 1975. 

The series was temporar¬ 
ily shelved in 1976, but was 
back in stores from 1979 to 
1981. A second version of 
Canuck appeared in 1993, 
then a third in 2004, but 
these were both limited runs. 

Fast forward a decade, 
where the highest rated 
films chronicle the lca-pows, 
whacks and pralc-pralcs of the 
X-Men, Justice League and 
Dark Knight, and the time 
appeared right for Canuck 
to reemerge from the Can¬ 
adian wilderness of forgotten 
superheroes. 

A new five-part web series 
featuring Canuck wrapped 
up this week (more are 
planned), a live-action suit 
has been unveiled for public 
appearances, and the film 
rights have been bought by 
Minds Eye Entertainment. 
Fans are even creating their 
own art based on the charac¬ 
ters in the series. 

“He is a boy scout that is 
a little apologetic and tongue 
in cheek,” said Hakim, 
president of Captain Canuck 
Inc. and owner of Toronto’s 
Lalceview Restaurant, about 
this new incarnation. 

You see those qualities in 
the first episode of the web 
series. Canuck weaves his 
way through a Canada Day 
crowd on Parliament Hill 
in a rush to defuse a bomb. 
“Sorry, miss,” he says to a fe¬ 
male fan before interrupting 
a Platinum Blonde concert to 
locate the explosive. 


“Exploring Canadian 
identity is amazing,” said 
Hakim. “It is veiy simple to 
play on that dry sense of hu¬ 
mour that is almost cliched, 
but we Canadians hold that 
dear, and it is important to 
us. That is what Captain Can¬ 
uck is.” 

It was that representa¬ 
tion of Canadian identity 
that first attracted Hakim 
to the character. He was 
six years old when he came 
across a Canuck comic at the 


Dixie Flea Market near To¬ 
ronto Pearson International 
Airport. The ’70s comic fol¬ 
lowed the adventures of Tom 
Evans, a secret agent living in 
a futuristic 1993, who gains 
supernatural powers after an 
encounter with extraterres¬ 
trials. 

“I had my own money, 25 
cents, and I bought Captain 
Canuck No. 1,” he said. “I 
didn’t remember reading the 
story but I do remember get¬ 
ting as many issues as I could. 


He was a patriotic character. 
He was vibrant. And then 
‘Canuck,’ I didn’t really know 
what ‘Canuck’ meant. 

“I was born here, but am 
first generation, and, you 
know, singing O Canada in 
class, and the flag, and to see 
that in a comic book... It puts 
things in perspective.” 

Hakim went from buying 
Canuck comics to introdu¬ 
cing the character to a new 
generation after he met Ri¬ 
chard Comely, the comic’s

creator. Hakim wanted to use 
the superhero’s likeness on 
his restaurant’s menu and 
approached Comely to see if 
he would allow it. 

“I took a chance and 
emailed Richard and I 
couldn’t believe it when he 
got back to me,” said Hakim. 

When the license for Cap¬ 
tain Canuck became avail¬ 
able, Hakim acquired the 
rights. One of the first people 
he brought on board to re¬ 
vamp the character was Paul 
Gardner. 

“As a kid, I came from 
Scotland and I discovered 
the comic,” said Gardner, 
creative director at Captain 
Canuck Inc. “I had Captain 
Britain over there, and they 
didn’t have it here. Then, 
I saw Captain Canuck on a 
shelf, picked it up and fell in 
love with it. My way into Can¬ 
ada was sort of through the 
comic book.” 

The first question they 
asked themselves is what 
they would keep from the 
original series. “It went from 
being a fantasy — the big 
blue sky — to how do we do 
this practically so we don’t 
have fans hate us,” said Gard¬ 
ner. “It takes a village to raise 
a child; it’s the same as tak¬ 
ing a property like this.” 

While they changed the 
suit, and switched the gender 
of the character Blue Fox 
from male to female, they 
stuck to the spirit of Captain 
Canuck as a big boy scout 
with a conscious. 

“We wanted to make this 
all inclusive, we wanted to 
make sure we stuck to our fe¬ 
male audience and brought a 
bit more balance to the char¬ 
acters,” said Gardner. “There 
is a big female audience.” 

“There are no big breasts, 
there is none of that non¬ 
sense,” said Hakim. “So far, 
so great. We are growing 
it slowly, we are keeping it 
independent to the point 
where we have enough of a 
following we can take it to a 
bigger audiences.”

The man inside the leather 


It's time to stop thinking 'comedians’ when 
you hear the words 'Canada' and 'comics’ 
Here is a quick sampling of some of our 
illustrious illustrated past and present: 


JohnnyCanuck 


When the War Exchange Conservation Act banned the 
import of luxuiy goods from the United States—yes, 
comics included—in the 1940s, a Golden Age of comics 
was started in Canada. Johnny Canuck was updated and 
new characters, like Nelvana of the Northern Lights, were 
introduced. 


Tom McFarlane 


A Calgaiy native, McFarlane worked on a number of 
famous comics in the ’80s and ’90s before creating 
his own character, the anti-hero Spawn. 


How do you dress Captain Canuck? Not in tights, that’s for 
sure, says David Pea, president of UD Replicas. “There is a lot 
of ‘been there done that’ with spandex. They can be convin¬ 
cing and realistic but they can also look cheap,” he says. 

Pea’s Toronto-based company makes motorcycle suit rep¬ 
licas of pop culture costumes, from the Dark Knight and Man 
of Steel to KISS jackets and Star Wars. 

“What the studios do with millions of dollars and massive 
budgets to create their costumes on films we have to some¬ 


how reproduce out of leather for the public,” he said. 

Late last summer, Pea was approached to create a Captain 
Canuck suit. The costume was shown for the first time at 
Thursday’s premiere of episode five of the animated series in 
Toronto. 

“In the cartoon, Canuck has big shoulders, no waist and 
a little head, and they had to figure out how to get all that to 
work on a real person without it looking silly,” says Pea. “It 
had to be done with human proportions.” metro 


Created as a political cartoon in the 
1800s, this national personification 
was Canada’s answer to Great 
Britain’s John Bull and the U.S.’s Uncle 
Sam. Just like Barbie, Canuck was 
depicted as eveiything from a soldier 
to a “habitant” and a lumberjack— 
which is the basis for the Vancouver 
Canuck’s logo. 


Superman 


We’ve all seen the “It will never fly” heritage 
moment; in 1933, Jeriy Siegel and his 
Canadian cousin Joe Shuster created the 
building-leaping Man of Steel. Some of the 
original elements in the strip, like the 
name of the newspaper Clark Kent worked 
at, were inspired by Shuster’s Toronto 
upbringing.

“It doesn’t matter what you are built like when 
you put on our stuff,” says Pea. “Even if our suits 
are too big on you, it naturally looks skin tight 
because of the muscle-wrapping design 
we have done. He is going to look like a 
tank. It is going to look like he has zero 
body fat.” 

The muscles 

The Captain’s shoulders, biceps, 
triceps, thighs and six-pack (more 
like eight-pack) were sculpted 
out of motorcycle-grade foam- 
body armour. The leather was 
then glued to the muscles and 
worked into the creases to make 
the suit look skin tight. It took 
more than a month to complete 
this phase. 


Captain Canuck spared 
a few minutes from his 
crime-fighting crusade 
to answer a few need-to- 
lcnow questions. Here is 
what red and white had to 
say: 


Who is a Canadian hero? 

Chris Hadfield sets an amaz¬ 
ing example for all young 
Canadians — and he’s one of 
the only men I know who can 
fly in space! A close second 
would be the True Patriot 
Love organization, which 
looks after all the men and 
women who risk their lives 
in militaiy service. 


Who is a zero? 

There’s a villain named Vex 
giving a succubus friend of 
mine a hard time recently. 
Reminds me I’ve got to re¬ 
turn her Rush CDs... 


What superhero would you 
like to go out with? 

I don’t have much of a per¬ 
sonal life these days, but I did 
I hear Tessa Virtue’s time has 
freed up recently.

Also custom made, the knee- 
high boots are deep red with 
white trim. Snap buckles on 
the sides allow Canuck to 
pull them on. “These are 
the sexiest and coolest 
boots we have ever made 
and they scream Canada. 
There is no mistaking them 
for anyone but Captain Can¬ 
uck.” For the record, Canuck 
wears a size 11.

The fabrics 


The jackets and pants 
are made from a white 
heavy-grained Napa leath¬ 
er and two types of red 
suede. There is darker red 
suede for the details and a 
brighter red covered in sili¬ 
cone hexagon print. “It is a 
3D-raised print and you can 
feel it with your finger when 
you run it across it. That was 
a nightmare to do, I am not 
going to he,” says Pea. “The 
philosophy of the character 
had to fit. He is a Canadian 
hero, so the fact it is made 
of something a little sturdier 
than spandex makes sense 
with our weather.” 


Taken from a life cast, a clay mold was later 
injected with red-and-white urethane rubber 
(the same stuff used for car bumpers and 
tires). Red earpieces were later attached 
and blue mesh lenses were placed in the 
eye sockets. “It looks bad-ass,” says Pea, 
adding Canuck wears the mask over a 
white balaclava.

Winging it. East Coast 
rapper admits he hasn't 
rehearsed much, but

After performing at two of the 
last four Juno Awards, East 
Coast rapper Classified was 
pretty sure he was going to 
have to take this year off. 

The 36-year-old has a 
lengthy Canadian tour on 
both sides of this year’s gala, 
to be held at Winnipeg’s MTS 
Centre. Sure, he fortuitously 
has one night off and it’s the 
same evening as the March 30 
gala, but when Juno organizers 
reached out to him roughly 
two weeks ago about co-host- 
ing the show with fellow nom¬ 
inees Serena Ryder and Johnny 
Reid, he was nearly certain he 
wasn’t going to be able to do it. 

But organizers “really want¬ 
ed to make it happen,” he said. 
So it’s happening, though with 
scant time for preparation or 
rehearsal, the Inner Ninja 
rapper will indeed have to be 
quick and nimble on his feet. 

“I’ve seen what these Juno 
hosts go through — they’re 
usually there at least Thurs¬ 
day or Friday, rehearsing, go¬ 
ing through all this stuff,” the 
affable MC said down the fine 
from Enfield, N.S., on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 


“I’m flying in either Satur¬ 
day night or Sunday morning 
and we’ll figure it out the day 
before and go for it.” 

The rushed nature of the 
gig, he muses, might actually 
settle his nerves. “(It) might 
be better for me,” he said. “Be¬ 
cause I don’t know about this 
hosting stuff. I don’t know how 


good I am at hosting. I make 
music. But I think it’ll be fun.” 

He’ll have help, of course. 
And it’s the first time in recent 
memoiy the Junos have opted 
for a host-by-committee ap¬ 
proach. 

The event has recently been 
led by such hosts as crooner 
Michael Buble, Toronto rap 


royalty Drake and hammy Star 
Trek alumnus William Shatner, 
while stany hosts of Junos past 
include Shania Twain, Nelly 
Furtado and Alanis Morissette. 

For their part, Reid, Ryder 
and Classified have carved 
out significant Juno success 
in recent years. The trio of 
platinum-selling artists has

collected 35 career Juno nom¬ 
inations and eight wins, while 
Ryder is one of this year’s mar¬ 
quee nominees with five nods. 
Montreal’s Arcade Fire leads 
with six nominations. 

Classified is a two-time 
nominee this year after secur¬ 
ing his first win last year, for 
rap recording of the year for 
his aforementioned multi¬ 
platinum David Myles collab¬ 
oration Inner Ninja. They even 
performed the tune at last 
year’s ceremony. 

Oddly, the same song is 
nominated again this time 
out, but for single of the year. 
Double-dips like that are pos¬ 
sible because there’s always a 
small overlap between Junos 
eligibility periods, and Inner 
Ninja was serendipitously re¬ 
leased during that grey area. 

Still, even Classified — 
whose real name is Luke Boyd 
— admits he was a little mysti¬ 
fied at first. 

“It’s kind of weird. Even 
when I found out, I was like, 
‘How the hell did that hap¬ 
pen?”’ he said with a laugh. 
“Basically, Inner Ninja was only 
out for a month or two last year 
when the Junos happened, so it 


did a little bit, but it didn’t do 
half of what it’s done over the 
year. 

“It went on to sell a half a 
million copies and they just 
couldn’t ignore that. ‘OK, this 
is the biggest-selling Canadian 
song last year, and we have to 
nominate it in more than just 
the rap categories.’ ... (But) it 
kind of threw me off guard 
too.” 

He’ll open the show with a 
joint performance with Serena 
Ryder combining two of their 
songs and he says they’d ac¬ 
tually bandied about ideas for 
a collaboration even before the 
Junos co-hosting gig came up. 

Otherwise, what can view¬ 
ers expect to see from Classi¬ 
fied as Junos host? 

“I have no idea,” he said, 
again laughing. “I don’t know 
anything. That’s the crazy 
thing about it. I figure they’re 
going to start sending over 
some ideas of what we want 
to do. 

“This stuff is fun for me,” 
he added. “This shouldn’t be 
work. ... This is going out to 
celebrate Canada’s music and 
the year. Just go out and have 
fun doing it.” the Canadian press

Video game. Hoops 
superstar crowd-funds to 
revive original that was 
a little bit frightening 


Shaq wants to be back in a 
video game. 

Shaquille O’Neal says he’s 
seeking redemption for Shaq 
Fu, his infamous fighting 
game originally released in 
1994 that’s now considered 
to be among the worst games 
ever made. The four-time 
NBA champion is launching 
a crowd-funding campaign 
to create a Shaq Fu follow-up 
titled Shaq Fu: A Legend Re¬ 
born. 

In return, backers could 
receive anything from a pair 
of autographed size-22 sneak¬ 
ers to a pick-up basketball 
game and lunch with Shaq, 
depending on how much they 
donate. 

“The old Shaq Fu was a ‘Ha, 
ha, ha,”’ said O’Neal in a tele¬ 
phone interview this week. 
“This will not be a ‘Ha, ha, ha.’” 

In the original Shaq Fu, 
O’Neal’s character stumbles 
across a kung fu dojo while 
taking a break from playing 
a charity basketball game in 
Tokyo. He discovers a portal 
inside to another dimension 


where he engages in Mortal 
Kombat-like battles with such 
characters as an evil mummy, 
voodoo priestess and cyborg 
police officer. 

The game was derided by 
Shaq fans for its cheesy stoiy, 
wonky controls and blatant at¬ 
tempt to cash in on O’Neal’s 
superstar status. Shaq Fu 
prompted one group of gamers 
to create the site ShaqFu.com 
and post photos and videos of 
fans destroying copies of Shaq 
Fu in unusual ways. 

“I don’t think it was the 
worst,” said O’Neal. “When 
you talk about the worst, 
you’ve got to talk about sales. 
I actually sold a lot of games, 
but when I did the first Shaq 
Fu, that was at the end of ana¬ 
log right before digital came 
out. It wasn’t a bad game. It 
wasn’t a good game, but it 
wasn’t awful.” 

Unlike the original Shaq 
Fu released by Electronic Arts, 
Shaq Fu: A Legend Reborn will 
be a beat-’em-up game created 
by Big Deez Productions in the 
style of Streets of Rage. The 
studio said A Legend Reborn 
will feature Shaq taking on 
hordes of enemies with hun¬ 
dreds of different moves, as 
well as melee weapons, in vari¬ 
ous levels. The game’s sound¬ 
track will be created by Steve 
Molitz and feature remixed

renditions of Shaq songs. 

“The graphics, animation 
and stoiyline are definitely go¬ 
ing to be top of the line,” said 
O’Neal. 

Utilizing crowd-funding 
services such as Indiegogo and 
Kiclcstarter has become an in¬ 
creasingly popular method for 
game developers to fund new 
titles. Kiclcstarter said earlier 
this week that more money 
has been pledged to game pro¬ 


jects than any other categoiy 
since the site launched in 2009. 

However, that’s typically 
for small indie or niche game- 
makers. Why is a multimillion¬ 
aire like O’Neal asking fans to 
open their wallets to resurrect 
Shaq Fu instead of simply com¬ 
ing up with the cash himself? 

“That’s just the new way 
of doing business,” said O’Neal, 
who retired from the NBA 

in 2011. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

All by myself. No 

longer a duo, Trust’s 
Robert Alfons breaks 
new musical ground 
on sophomore effort 


Two years ago, Trust’s Rob¬ 
ert Alfons both released the 
Toronto electro-goth duo’s 
debut TRST and promptly be¬ 
came a solo act with the de¬ 
parture of founding member 
Maya Postepslci. 

Although he says now he 
wasn’t surprised by Postep- 
slci leaving the band to focus 
on her role in Austra, the 
timing nonetheless seemed 
inopportune. 

Trust had introduced it¬ 
self to acclaim — including a 
Juno Award nomination and 
positive notices from Pitch- 
fork, NME and the Guardian 
— and the task of crafting a 
worthy follow-up now fell to 
Alfons alone. 

But Alfons insists the ex¬ 
perience of making the just- 
released Joyland wasn’t dras¬ 
tically different from making 
the first album. 

“There’s definitely an 
added spotlight of sorts,” he 
acknowledged in a recent 
phone interview. 

“The hardest part about 
not having a collaborator is 
you just have to edit your 


own work and you have to be 
really firm about what direc¬ 
tion to go. I think that’s the 


biggest change. 

“(But) I always ques¬ 
tion myself. Constantly. It’s 


good. It keeps me humble. 
It makes the work I end up 
doing more thought out and 


I’m not just throwing ideas 
out.” 

Even if the creative pro¬ 
cess was only a “little differ¬ 
ent” for Alfons, the resultant 
record switches things up by 
adding a more dramatic flair. 

Mostly, Alfons has opened 
the blinds. Where TRST was 
resolutely gloomy — as if fil¬ 
tered in stylish monochrome 

— Joyland finds Alfons 
brightening the room. 

The neon synths of 
Geiyon, the euphoric chorus 
of highlight track Capitol, 
or the galloping verses in 
Peer Pressure might have 
all sounded out of place on 
Trust’s unwaveringly focused 
debut. In fact, some songs 

— like the sugary title track 

— were written before TRST 
even came out, but Alfons 
knew at the time that they 
wouldn’t fit on the debut ef¬ 
fort. 

“This record is a lot more 
playful,” he agreed. “I felt 
allowed to do those sort of 
things.” 

“There’s certain ideas I 
didn’t allow myself to dis¬ 
cover on the first time, to 


indulge myself in,” he added. 

He felt similarly freer this 
time around to continue to 
push the already prodigious 
range of his unique voice, 
capable of segueing from 
the alien falsetto of the title 
track to the flinty monotone 
murmuring on Geryon. 

The production sounds 
richer too, an element Alfons 
simply credits to experience. 

As a listener, over the last 
couple of years he delved 
deeply into acid house and 
discovered production ele¬ 
ments “that I die for,” he 
notes. 

Although he’s quietly 
confident about the new ma¬ 
terial, he still muses about 
whether fans will follow the 
new direction. 

“I just think there’s a 
certain vibe to that first re¬ 
cord and there were many 
assumptions about how the 
record was going to be the 
second time around,” he 
said. 

“I think I tried new things. 
I think some of it sounds dif¬ 
ferent. That’s confusing for 

people.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

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A banner day for Bieber: 
Police arrest sleeping fan 
and release urine-test vid 


Police in suburban Atlanta ar¬ 
rested a woman they say was 
found sleeping in a bedroom 
at a home rented by Justin 
Bieber. Police say 23-year-old 
Qianying Zhao was found at 
the home Wednesday. 

She told officers she had 
come to attend Bieber’s 
birthday party and entered 
the unoccupied home 
through an unlocked door.
